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Continuation of #11 : 

Applicant argues that Masuo (Japanese Laid Open Patent Application 
Publication 2000-338291 -A) exclusively inspects vertical bolts and, therefore, 
one would not add its components to the device of Framatome ("Siemens 
Underwater System for Inspections"). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, 
one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Furthermore, if the apparatus only inspects one type of bolt, as the 
applicant points out, then there would be high motivation to utilize an 
apparatus that allows inspection of multiple parts. This is especially true 
considering that it would be highly desirable to ensure that there are no 
failures anywhere in the containment structure of the nuclear rector. 

Also, the device of Framatome is already used to inspect nuclear reactor 
pressure vessels. Adding the inspection head of Masuo to the device of 
Framatome would allow inspection of the ducts and/ or bolts in a reactor 
pressure vessel. It would also eliminate the need for the rather large hoist that 
must accompany Masuo's inspection vehicle. Finally, the hoist/rig mechanism 
of Masuo has to be constantly repositioned to inspect the numerous bolts that 
exist in the pressure vessel. By using the device of Framatome one would be 
able to more quickly inspect the bolts and ducts.
